"The-Ohio Public Utilities Commission in the appeals of Lho Asiuabula Gas Com- 


pany against the 30-cent rate, for natural gas fixed by the Councils of Ashtabula. Geneva 
and Conneaut, has held in favor of the company, declaring that "because o£ the hazard- 
ous nature of the business of producing and distributing natural gas, corporations in 
this form of public service should have a return of not less Chan 10 per cent on their in- 
vested capital. In deciding the cases the commission fixed a rate of 34 cents a thousand 
cubic feet with a service charge ol! 20 cents a month per meter. 
Tu the decision the 


commission &aicl; 
'Those who engage i|n the venture of natural gas must get their 


money back within a few years or not at all, and those who enjoy the Hixuiy must>pay 
a sufficient sum to enable the producers to do so or capital will not be attracted to such' 
ventures.'" 


Note:—This case is similar to that of the Fayette County Gas Company, against 


which complaint has been filed with the Pennsylvania Public Service Commission.

The currot root, which Is tho part outon. tries to grow straight 


down Into tho soil. If it mectn a stiff, packed subsoil a tow Inches 
down It cannot penotrato It, and the root will cither spilt or hocomo 
olhorwlao tnlu»hapoa and gnarled. Soil that has been worked, how- 
ever, unable* tlio carrot to grow shapely. 


The carrot is an early crop antl easily grown after It gots started. 


Uttt tho carrot seeds arc nmal) and tlio yoiinc plants are woak, so tho 
seeds shnuld not ho planted deeply, a half Inch being onongh. It Is 
nflcossary to koop a dirt crust from forming over tho soeils uftor they 
are planted, so It becomes dcslrahiu to mix a fovr radish souds In with 
the carrot noedH. Tho radishes grow aulckly und not only mark the 
rows 40 that you can go over thorn with ti garden rnko find brwvlc up 
any crust, but also aid In breaking the crust anil letting the tender 
carrot shoots como through. 


One ounce of carrot seed Is enough to sow 100 foot of row. They 


should bo sown ratuor thickly together, and after the plants como up 
thinning by pulling out plants la not necessary unless they tiro crowd- 
ing each other. Small carrots have better flavor than largo onus, BO 
thoy can grow six or s«van to tho foot In the row without Injury. Jlako 
the rows one foot apart. 


The carrot Is a Blow grower, maturing In eight, or 10 weeks after 


plautlng. A continuous supply of these can bo guaranteed by making 
now plantings every three weoks or late as August 15, although In hot, 
dry Voathcr they must be watered. 


Carrots may be pulled while still small; begin when they urc about 


half an Inch In diameter at tho top ot tho root.
